>t., sheriff's deputies reported, 
was struck in the stomach by a 
bullet from an unknown source 
fhlle standing in his bedroom 

doorway some time after 9 a.m. 
talking to Harold Van Wle, 1813 
Lomita blvd.

Detectives determined that the 
bullet had entered the wall at 
a 30-degree angle, ranging down­ 
ward.

Van Wle, who operates a lo­ 
cal Janitor service, said the 64- 
year old merchant seaman sud­ 
denly grabbed Ms stomach and 
said, ""DM you hear that?" 
Van Wle told deputies that 

he had heard a sharp report and 
asked Kennedy If there was a 
gun around.

The two were talking in the 
southeast bedroom of Kennedy's 

 story frame dwelling on the 
northwest corner of 289th and 
Cavuga streets.

Van Wle summoned sheriff's 
deputies, who said they received 
the call at 9:48 a.m.

Detectives found that the bul­ 
let had entered the east out­ 
side wall, five and one-half 
Inches thick, about seven feet 
above the ground, emerging 
four feet, 11 Inches from the 
floor. It struck the corner of 
a wooden hook case, then hit 
Kennedy, who was IS feet dis­ 
tant.

Torrance Municipal Bus Lines 

ad a surplus of only $4,223 dur- 
ng the last fiscal year because 
ipkeep and repair costs on the 
Id buses being operated "ate 

up" the profits. 
This is revealed In a financial 

eport of the City of Torrance 
prepared by L. R. Cotton. Re- 
dondo Beach accountant.

Normally, the bus department 
surplus Is from $12,000 to $14,- 
000 a year, and It again will 
reach and exceed that figure, pre­ 
dictions are, If the city replaces 
old worn-out equipment with new 
buses.

The report charges off $44,- 
569.70 for bus depreciation last 
year, leaving equipment listed at 
[71,680.48 valued on the balance 
sheet at only $27,110.78. Total 
assets are listed at $45.818.24. 

Liabilities listed show $7,555.67 
iccounts payable, and $34,039 

owed to the general fund, or a 
total of $41,595.24. 

The Bus department Income 
as $160,679.16, and expenses 

$154,108.29 be/ore depreciation. 
After taking depreciation, the re­ 
port show a loss of $4,213.14. 
Maintenance labor and expense 

'as more than $40,000. 
The report shows Municipal 

Improvement (Water) District 
No. 1 In a healthy condition, 
making a net profit for the year 
of $12,017.60.

For the City of Torrance, it 
shows a total revenue of $460,- 
17S.11, including $319,716.97 from 
taxes and expenses of $484,427.78, 
a net loss by the general city 
government of $24,262.67 for the 
year ending June 30, 1947.
